One of the things that keeps any government's efficiency | June, although the date has not 


at a fairly low ebb is the tendency to let things remain as they 
are. Andover’s school committee is now in a position where it 
can either make a definite improvement or run the risk of 
maintaining the status quo an indefinite number of years. 


A few weeks back the school committee voted as a matter 
of policy, that it was in favor of unifying the junior high and 
the senior high under one head, as was suggested by the 
finance committee before town meeting. The principal of the 
junior high school has resigned to accept a superintendency in 
Rhode Island, and it would seem that this would be a very good 
time to make the necessary administrative change. 

Monday evening, several of the present teachers and one 
out-of-towner were interviewed for the position of Junior high 
principal, which leads to the conclusion that while the com- 
mittee feels it would be a good idea to have one head, this is 
not a good time to make the necessary change. It might well 
be that the committee is giving a great deal of consideration 
to the feelings of Principal Lovely of the high school, and pos- 
sibly they are waiting until he retires under the usual retire- 
ment provision. 

The real danger comes in the appointment of a new prin- 
cipal for the junior high school, because a few years from 
now some of the then school committee may well be a little 
afraid to hurt the new principal’s feelings by putting somebody 
over him. There is also the danger that whoever is appointed 
now as principal of the junior high school will be promoted to 
the headmastership of the two schools when Mr. Lovely retires. 

For this position we’re going to need somebody pretty out- 


standing in the educational field, and it would be worth paying | 


quite a bit to get such a man to oversee the education of our 
youngsters at that rather difficult period in their lives. It’s not 
always wise to promote from within the ranks, but un- 
fortunately there is a tendency to do this, as we have seen in 
several of our town departments, including the school com- 
mittee. 

We feel that some plan can be worked out which would 
have due regard for the feelings of the present administration. 
Even if this were impossible, there’s not one member of the 
school committee who, when he really looks into the real aim 
of school work, would not place the welfare and the proper 
upbringing of our children above the feelings of any person 
in the system.

of them, pointing out that because 
of such joint co-operation, Essex 
County has additionally been en- 
abled next month to open a Sum- 
mer camp, the first of its kind in 
the nation, at Plum Island for the 
400 county children who are in 
varying stages of paralysis from 
the dread disease.

Tax Message 

Regarding the Governor's tax 
message, the League unanimously 
agreed:

National Council 

The League of Women Voters of 
the United States, at its recent 
council meeting, stressed as the 
two major jobs for the coming 
year, public understanding of 
atomic energy and a stable inter- 
national economy. 

Request Action 

In view of the expected adjourn- 
ment of Congress in July, a re- 
quest for immediate action has 
been made on several bills, with 
emphasis on tariff on imported 
wool. 

On April 7 the Senate passed a 
bill (S. 814) authorizing the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation to con- 
tinue through 1948 its program of 
support prices for domestic wool, 
at the 1946 ° price. When it went 
over to the House, the House agri- 
culture committee added an 
/amendment instructing the Secre- 
itary of Agriculture to impose a 
|*fee’’ on imported wool up to 50 
|per cent, whenever he finds that 
_the importation of any such ar- 
ticles will interfere with the U. S. 
| wool price support program. This 
amendment in effect permits a 
cabinet officer without consultation 
with other departments or ap- 
proval by the President to impose 
a 50 per cent tariu in addition to 
the existing tariff. This constitutes 
an indirect attack on the economic

foreign policy of the United States. | 


The threat of its approval by Con- 
gress has already had serious re- 
percussions at Geneva, where our 
negotiators are trying to establish 
a world pattern of reduction of 
trade barriers through negotia- 
tion. Australia and New Zealand 
have indicated that they will re- 
fuse to agree to reduction of 
United Kingdom preferences if 
such an obstacle is placed in the 
way of their wool exports to this 
country. 

This bill is now before the 
House rules committee. Let your 
Representatives and your Senators 
know you disapprove of this Sec- 
tion (4).
